Jury Again Must Pass

Congress Will Be Allow- 
ed To Decide Course of 
Action After Facts Are 
Assembled. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(4)— 
Action to limit high salaries of big 
business !eaders was privately fore- 
cast in official circles today after the 
federal trade commission announced 
it was asking 2,000 companies to fur- 
nish data on the salaries of their 
executives and directors. 

Following President Roosevelt’s in- 
quisitive glance at movie salaries, the 
commission’s inquiry was described in 
informed circles as a prelude to more 
definite action. 

The inquiry, authorized by a sen- 
ate resolution, is immediately concern- 
ed with gathering facts for congress. 
What will be done with them will re- 
main for congress to decide. 

Redistribution. 

There have been demands from some 
members for a_ redistribution — 
wealth. How far the president is in- 
clined to go in this direction has never 
been definitely disclosed. 

The same senate resolution ordered 
the federal reserve board to obtain 
salary ‘data from all member banks 
in the reserve system, directed the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
report salaries paid by banks borrow- 
ing from it and instructed the federal 
power commissiont to learn about the 
compensation of public utility offi- 
cials. 
While no legislation has yet been 
formulated, some officials expressed 
the belief that continuous publication 
of salaries probably would have the 
effect of keeping them down.. 

Also Bonuses. 

The commission plans not only to 
require information about salaries but 
also all details of compensation pa! 
in bonuses or in any other form since 
1928 to 1933. It also will require 
data on capital and assets, on total 
pay roll, and on executives salary 
rates effective September 1, 1933. 

Specific action to reduce salaries al- 
ready has been taken In connection 
with loans to railroads by the Re- 
construction Corporation. Other bor- 
rowers were also understood to have 
had trouble in getting funds if their 
executives seemed to be receiving UnD- 

high pay.

TEATILE INDUSTRY 
THRIVING ON CODE, 
LEADER DECLARES 


‘Pre-Depression’ Activity 
Now Is Rule With Pay 
Rolls Up 100 Per Cent, 
Sloan Reports. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.---(4)-—A pic- 
ture of whirring spindles and fatter 
pay envelopes in the nation’s cotton 


mills was drawn by speakers today at 
the eighth annual meeting of the Cot- 
ton Textile Institute. 

George A. Sloan, president, said the 
national recovery administration had 
helped the industry to add thousands 
of workers to its pay rolls and to 
boost wages. 

Declaring employment figures were 
“back to pre-depression levels’ and 
the weekly pay roll was 100 per cent 
higher than that of early March, he 


said: 

“The 40-hour week had the effect 
of reducing the working week in cot- 
ton manufacturing on an average of 
25 per cent. An employment survey 
brought out that during the last week 
of August the number of persons on 
mill pay rolls had increased to the 
extent of 140,000 workers, or 40 per 
cent compared with the first week of 
March,” 

40 Per Cent Over. 

With respect to wages, he said: 


al groups in 1932 that earned, accord- 
ing to government reports, more than 
the minimum wage now prescribed by 
the code, was 34.9 cents an hour; in 
August, 1933, the average for the 
same group was 43.9 cents per hour, 
or an increase in the hourly rate of 
25 per cent.

Sloan praised the spirit of co-op- 
eration and unity in the industry, say- 
ing it had “approached the new prob- 
lem of our relations with the govern- 
ment in the spirit of voluntary part- 
nership invoked by the president.” 

Declaring the NRA administration 
had met the industry in the same 
spirit, Sloan continued: 

“So long as that spirit can be pre- 
served between the partners in this 
enterprise, we can go forward in the 
hope that government and the indus- 
try together will make a marked con- 
tribution to recovery.”

Foreign Trade Situation 


as It Affects NRA To Be} 
Investigated Before 
Roosevelt Acts. 


By FRANK B. HARPER. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(/)— 
An executive order directing the tariff 
commission to investigate imports to 
determine what, if any, restrictions 
should be put on foreign goods to keep 
them from destroying the domestic 


production price balance sought under 
the industrial recovery program today 
was reported well on its way to the 
White House for President Roosevelt’s 
promulgation, 

The order, giving the tariff com- 
mission the word to go ahead with its 
studies of the foreign trade situation 
as affecting the NRA, and to make 
recommendations as authorized under 
the recovery act, has been prepared 
and is being passed upon by interested 
governmental agencies. Officialg ex- 
pect it to be issued soon. 

Protection Demanded. 

Almost from the inception df the 

codes setting wages, hours and trade 
practices, industrial groups have in- 
sisted they must be protected from 
competition of foreign goods with low 
production cost. Since the charters 
have gone into effect, complaints have 
come in from business associations 
and labor groups and the like; but the 
administration has held to a slow 
and considered pace in dealing with 
tariffs. 
One of the chief reasons offered by 
officials as to why most careful fore- 
| thought has been given the NRA- 
'tariff adjustment procedure was that 
/care must be taken not to prescribe 
unwise restrictions of any imports, 
particularly at a time when reciprocal 
tariff agreements loom large in the 
projected trade betterment program. 

In view of the fact that the recov- 
ery act provided only for reducing im- 
‘poris if conditions warranted, the 
trend would be in effect toward hizgh- 
er tariffs if an} changes were made; 
whereas the proposed reciprocal pacts 
would involve mutually easier regu- 
lations as between United States and 
other countries. 

Watch Kept on Imports. 

Although the tariff study has pro- 
ceeded slowly, close watch has been 
kept by the tariff commission on im- 
ports, and it already has armed itself 
with up-to-date figures on many 
products. 

Before any recommendation can be 
made for President Roosevelt to order 
quota restrictions or impose fees on 
surplus imports, however, other de- 
terminations must be made. First, in 
addition to finding the amount of im- 
| ports of a commodity, it must be de- 
‘cided if there is an gncreasing ratio 
_to domestic production. Then it has 
to be ascertained if the import com- 
petition is “on such terms or under 
such conditions as to render ineffec- 
tive or seriously to endanger the 
maintenance of any code or agreement 
under this title.” 

Imports as a whole have gone up 
steadily—from $88,107,000 in April to 
$147,196,000 in August—but it was 
made clear that this by no means pres- 
aged a wholesale clamping down on 
imports. Rather, some officials point- 
ed to increased buying under the re- 
covery program as having had a ma- 
terial influence upon the increases. 

_Basis for Investigation. 

_ While import figures have been go- 
| ing regularly from the tariff commis- 
| sion to recovery officials, the executive 
| order would open the way not only 

for investigation of specific products 
involved in complaints, but wonld 
start an investigation to learn the 
ratio between import increases and 
domestic production and the actual 
effect upon producers and labor under 
the codes, 

Finally, it would be up to the pres- 
ident, through whom the complants 
must be routed, to order any changes 
in the import restrictions. He might 
limit the amount of a given product 
to be admitted, but could not alter 
the import duty under the recovery 
act. Under the tariff act, however, 
the president is empowered ‘to raise 
or lower duties as much as 50 per 
cent.

Judge Howard 
threw the case into a jury trial when 
he said that a jury should decide if 
the place selling beer should be 
classed as a “nuisance” ag the peti- 
tioners alleged in demanding that the 
sale of beer be halted at the place 
complained of. 

Further action on the more than 
200 other places selling beer was in 
doubt Wednesday night. Some ex- 
pressed the opinion that nothing fur- 
ther would be done until a jury could 
act on the case ruled on by Judge 
Howard. Every jury trial of defend- 
ants charged with state law viola- 
tions through the sale of the 3.2 beer 
so far in Fulton county has brought 
in a quick verdict of acquittal, 

Jury Mast Decide. 

The order to Cooley instructed him 
to refrain from the sale of beer until 
a jury can decide whether or ‘not he 
was operating “a nuisance,” as charg- 
ed by 12 petitioners through Soliciter 
John A. Boykin. 

Frank A. Cooper Jr., representing 
the 12 citizens seeking to halt the 
sale of beer hy Cooley, said that no 
plans have been made to seek further 
injunctions. 

“Our petitioners merely wished the 
matter adjudicated,” he said. 

Court procedure provides that the 
case against Cooley will run the reg- 
ular calendar course and be tried be- 
fore a jury. A similar petition taken 
against Pig ’n’ Whistle stand at Ponce 
de Leon and Argonne avenues was 
held up on the showing that service 
was perfected on Harold T. Hagan, 
head of the Pig ’n’ Whistle Company, 
as an individual, instead of on the 
corporation, through error.

The ruling of the judge in court 
was taken by many to be a serious 
threat against Atlanta’s $40,000 an- 
nual revenne from sale of beer li- 
censes. Sale of the beverage was li- 
censed, but could not be legalized, in 
an ordinance by council this year aft- 
er futile attempts to have a speéial 
session of the legislature meet to con- 
sider legalization. 


Beer is at present being sold in 
practically every city in the state, 
in many of which no licenses are is- 
sued. 

Test cases brought in Atlanta re- 
sulted in acquittal for defendants by 
juries. Similar results have been the 
outcome of jury trials in other cities 
and towns.

The chancellor again brought to the 
front his ringing declaration of last 
Saturday that Germany will not be 
treated as second-class nation,” since 
“our honor is above all.”

PRINCESS ANNE, Md., Oct. 18. 
(P)—A negro accused of attacking an 
aged white farm woman was dragged 


from the Somerset county jail tonight 
by a mob of more than a thousand 
men, women and children and was 
lynched. 


He was hanged to an oak tree just , 


outside the town after the mob ha 
stripped him of part of his clothing, 
attached a rope to his neck, and pull- 
ed him behind an automobile 
through the main streets of the town. 
As the mob made its slow progress 
toward the scene of the hanging, va- 
rious members leaped at the negro, 
and repeatedly knocked him down. 
He apparently was dead when 
crowd finally reached the oak tree.

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Later, the body was cut down and 
was taken to the public square, where 
it was burned. The rope was cut into 
small pieces and distributed among 
members of the mob as souvenirs. 

The negro, George Armwood, was 
accused of attacking Mrs. Mary 
Denston, an 81-year-old woman, as 
she returned to her home Monday 
after spending the night with . her 
daughter.

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Heavy Fines, Jail Terms 
in Licensing Provisions 
of Act,Senator Wagner 
Points Out in Speech. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(/)— 
Heavy fines and jail sentences pro- 
vided in the licensing provisions of 
the recovery act were called pointedly 
to the attention of industry tonight 
by Senator Wagner, of New York, as 
the authority under which the board 
is acting. 

Wagner mentioned no names. Last 
week, however, he said western Ken- 
tucky coal operators could be com- 
pelled to attend a hearing. 

Shortly before’ he spoke he had ex- 
pressed confidence to newspapermen 
that the strike situation over. the 
country would be worked out “if we 
keep our heads” and said a denial 
had been received from the Ford Mo- 
tor Company that Henry Ford “is 
unalterably opposed to collective bar- 
gaining” with his employes. 

Wagner added that officials of the 

Ford Company’s Edgewater, N. J., 
plant had agreed to meet tomorrow— 
without NRA participation—with em- 
ployes in an effort to adjust difficul- 
ties. 
Wagner himself presided at a hear- 
ing today intended to conciliate the 
Michigan strike of die and tool work- 
ers In automobile plants, but the con- 
ference recessed without progress. 

Both representatives of employers 
and employes said the only result 
was that the strikers were told to re- 
turn to Michigan and hold further 
eonferences in the difficulties. Mat- 
thew Smith, chairman of the strikers’ 
committee, said in a statement that 
work would not be resumed until they 
had won their demands for collective 
bargaining. 

Wagner, in his speech, said “the 
question frequently is raised whether 
the national labor board has any 
power of compulsion over those who 
are reluctant to appear before it or 
to abide by its decisions.” 

“I do not like to answer this ques- 
tion because when you talk about 


compelling a man to do something you: 


make him forget that it is to his best 
interest to do it voluntarily. Compul- 
sion is necessary only when there is 
opposition, and there should he no op- 
position to a board which has demon- 
strated its willingness and ability to 
assist every group. 

“At the same time, I want to stress 
the fact that the board has power. 
It is an essential part of the recov- 
ery program and is working hand in 
hand with the recovery administra- 
tion. 

“Any group which flouts the de- 
cisions of the board may be placed 
under a code embodying the condi- 


tions approved by the board. If. the 


code is violated, the licensing pro- 
vision and other penalties .of the re- 
covery act may be invoked. 

“There will be no escape for the 
misguided minority who arise to in- 
terfere with every constructive pro- 
gram.” 

The recovery act authorizes 
president to license all of any indus- 
try if necessary and operation with- 
out a license or in violation of the 
stipulations laid dows is punishable 
by a $500 fine or six months in jail, 
or both, for each day’s violation.

VISITS 10 TALMADGE 


Former Grand Jury Foreman 
and Resigned Foreman 
Issue Statements. 


Explanations of their visits to Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge were given 
Wednesday in public statements is- 
sued by P. A. Clark, who resigned 
Tuesday as foreman of the Fulton 
grand jury, and Straiton Hard, former 
foreman of the grand jury, following 
news reports of a stormy session of 
the grand jury at which efforts to 
initiate a probe of Fulton county af- 
fairs were defated. 

Ex-foreman Clark said that he con- 
ferred with Governor Talmadge on a 
proposal to call in an outside solici- 
tor general to investigate county af- 
fairs, and that he did not discuss the 
question of re-appointment of three 
Fulton-division judges of municipal 
court of Atlanta. Hard said that the 
only purpose of his visit to the gov- 
ernor was to present a resolution re- 
question. an investigation of political 


and legislative activities of the mu- 
nicipal court. 

Clark said that “considering that 
the foreman of the grand jury is 
usually considered as being responsible 
for the actions of the grand jury, I 
feel that it is only fair to myself 
to fully explain my position, I re- 
signed rather than accept a respon- 
sibility for actions which were not in 
accordance with my judgment.” 

“Probe Should Be Made.” 

From the court charges, Clark un- 
derstood that it was the jury’s duty 
to investigate county affairs, and, he 
said, “it is my opinion that when 
suspicion is cast upon any of the of- 
ficials of the county, there should be 
thorough investigation, that their of- 
fices may be cleared of such suspicion. 
Should the suspicion be well founded, 
I could readily appreciate that every 
possible obstacle would be placed in 
the way of an investigation. There- 
fore a very rigid investigation should 
be made of their affairs,” 

_ Clark said that while Fulton’s pub- 
lic officials in general are “some of 
the finest men we have in our coun- 
ty,” should some few of the officials, 
through selfish motives, cause acts 
to be done that are questioned by the 
public it “usually reflects on the en- 
tire body of officials,” and _ that 
“therefore it becomes necessary that 
a thorough investigation be made of 
any such acts that the integrity of 
innocent officials may not be ques- 
tioned.” 

_ Clark cited as his reason for ask- 
ing appointment of an outside solici- 
tor for a county investigation the be- 
lief that because the solicitor’s office 
has contact with each grand jury for 
only a period of two months, while 
the contact with public officials is 
a matter of years, “it is therefore, my 
opinion that it would be asking an 
inhuman task to require a public of- 
ficial to prosecute his friends.” 

Asks New Solicitor. 

Clark said that he has “absolute- 
ly no reason to question the integrity 
and honesty of our solicitor, and it 
was not my purpose in asking that a 
solicitor be appointed that such act 
should cast any reflection on-him, but, 
on the contrary, I felt that-in fair- 
ness to the citizens of Fulton county 
and to relieve our solicitor of any 
responsibility that an outside solici- 
tor who would be free from any local 
influence, be immediately appointed 
and take charge of a full and ex- 
haustive investigation of all grave 
matters that have been on general in- 
formation publicly criticized.” 

Clark said he “did not choose to 
serve but was selected to serve as 
foreman of the grand jury.” He added 
that he made it clear to the governor 
that he was expressing his own views 


and not those of the present grand | 


jury. 


Hard said that his conference with | 


the governor did not relate to mat- 
ters which, according to the newspa- 
pers, were discussed with the govern- 
or by Clark. 

“I have been in a situation similar 
to that in which Mr. Clark has been 
placed,” Hard said. “I know the over- 
whelming odds lined up against an 


independent and courageous grand ju- 
ror, earnestly trying to do his duty, | 
and my personal opinion is that Mr. | 
Clark did the proper think in laying | 


the problem before the chief execu- 
tive of the state.”

FACTORS IN DISTRIBUTION. 

It is axiomatic, of course, that the 
animal life of north Georgia is vastly 
different from that of south Georgia. 
Inquiry into the reason for this is 
a different. matter. There are some 
species found only in north Georgia, 
such as the chipmunk. There are 
other species that are limited to south 
Georgia, such as the green tree-frog. 
There are others that are distributed 
over the entire state, such as the tim- 
ber rattler. Why? 

There are factors in animal distri- 
bution that take no great study to 
determine. There are others that bave 
so far baffled the best minds that 
science has been able to throw against 
them. Let’s consider for a moment 
some of the factors in animal distri- 
bution that related directly to this 
state. 

Consider the barriers to dispersal. 
These are of two major types: topo- 
graphic and climatic. Topographic 
barriers are simply regional areas. of 
such nature that animals cannot mi- 
grate across them. One would hardly 
expect the bullfrogs of the Mississippi 


basin to cross the dry plains and | 


great mountain ranges to the suitable 
environments on the west coast. The 
presence of the bullfrog on the west 
coast is due to the importation of

Climatic barriers, on the other 
hand, may be said to be directly re- 
lated to topographic barriers, in that 
topography exerts a marked influence 
on climate. 
therefore moisture of a given area va- 
ries widely from an adjacent region, 
the animals who depend on a definite 
amount of moisture will be found to 
inhabit one but not the other. Sim- 
ple examples, these, but they serve to 
make the point clear.

en Wallace Wade closed out his connections at Alabama, 
where he had built up a series of very fine football teams, and 
lined up with the Blue Devils three years ago, smart football ob-

entire country. 

Colonel Wade seems to be well on the way toward making good this 
prophesy.
